SEB1 vide its Circular No. MIRSD/DR-l/Cir-16/09 dated November 6, 2009, relating to Market 
Access through Authorised Persons advised to make necessary changes in the Bye Laws the 
Exchange. Delhi Stock Exchange invites comments/criticism on proposed insertion of the bye¬ 
law no. 199AA and amendment in bye-law no. 268 from all persons who may be affected 
thereby. The comments/criticism must reach the office of the Company Secretary, Delhi Stock 
Exchange Limited, DSE House, 3/1, Asaf Ali Road, New Delhi 110002 within 15 days from the 
date of publication. 

Accordingly, proposed Bye-law is as under: 

199AA Market Access through Authorised Persons 

a. Definition of "Authorised Person" 

Any person - individual, partnership firm, LLP or body corporate - who is appointed as 
such by a stock broker (including trading member) and wTio provides access to trading 
platform of the Exchange as an agent of the stock broker. 

b. Appointment of Authorised Person 

A stock broker may appoint one or more authorised person(s) after obtaining specific 
prior approval from the Exchange concerned for each such person. The approval as well 
as the appointment shall be for specific segment of the exchange. 

c. Procedure for Appointment 

i. Stock broker shall select a person in compliance with the criteria laid down by the 
Exchange and this framework for appointment as an authorized person and forward the 
application of the person to the Exchange for approval. 

ii. On receipt of the aforesaid application, the Exchange: 

a) may accord approval on satisfying itself that the person is eligible for 
appointment as authorized person, or 

b) may refuse approval on satisfying itself that the person is not eligible for 
appointment as authorized person. 

d. Eligibility Criteria 

i. An individual is eligible to be appointed as authorised person if he: 

a) is a citizen of India; 

b) is not less than 18 years of age; 

c) has not been convicted of any offence involving fraud or dishonesty; 

d) has good reputation and character; 

e) has passed at least 10th standard or equivalent examination from an institution 

f) recognized by the Government; and 
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g) has the certification from NCFM/BSE Training Institute/NISM or other bodies as 
may be prescribed from time to time by the Exchange, as applicable to approved 
user / sales personnel of the respective segment, and undertakes to continue to 
have valid certification thereafter. 

ii. A partnership firm, LLP or a body corporate is eligible to be appointed as authorized 
person: 

a) If all the partners or directors, as the case may be, comply with the requirements 
contained in clause (i) above. 

b) The object clause of the partnership deed or of the Memorandum of Association 
contains a clause permitting the person to deal in securities business. 

iii. The person shall have the necessary infrastructure like adequate office space, 
equipment and manpower to effectively discharge the activities on behalf of the stock 
broker. 

e. Conditions of Appointment 

The following are the conditions of appointment of an authorised person: 

i. The stock broker shall be responsible for all acts of omission and commission of the 
authorized person. 

ii. All acts of omission and commission of the authorized person shall be deemed to be 
those of the stock broker. 

iii. The authorized person shall not receive or pay any money or securities in its own name 
or account All receipts and payments of securities and funds shall be in the name or 
account of stock broker. 

iv. The authorised person shall receive his remuneration - fees, charges, commission, salary, 
etc. - for his services only from the stock broker and he shall not charge any amount from 
the clients. 

v. A person shall not be appointed as authorized person by more than one stock broker on 
the Exchange. 

vi. A partner or director of an authorised person shall not be appointed as an authorised 
person on the Exchange. 

vii. The stock broker and authorised person shall enter into written agreements) in the 
form(s) specified by the Exchange. The agreement shall inter-alia cover scope of the 
activities, responsibilities, confidentiality of information, commission sharing, 
termination clause, etc. 

f. Withdrawal of Approval 

Approval given to an authorised person may be withdrawn by the Exchange: 

i. On receipt of a request to that effect from the stock broker concerned or the authorised

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Amendment in Bye-Law no 268 




268. In this chapter the term "Dispute" shall

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Delhi Stock Exchange has amended its bye-laws by amending the bye-law no. 61C [8), 
224B and insertion of new bye-laws no. 61C (17), 61C (18), 61C (19), 61C (20), 61C 
(21), 61C (22), 246 (I) which have been duly approved by SEBf vide its letter no. 
MRD/DSA/8512/2010 dated June 14, 2010. The amended bye-law no. 61C (8) and 224 
B are as follows: 

61C. Broad framework for securities lending and borrowing 


8. The tenure of contracts in SLB may be up to a maximum period of 12 months . The Ate 
(Clearing corporation/ Clearing House) shall have the flexibility to decide the tenure 
(maximum period of 12 months). 


224B.Electronic issuance of the contract notes 

In addition to the conditions specified in related bye-law of the DSE and the provisions 
of the Information Technology Act, 2000 (IT Act, 2000) all the members of the DSE who 
are desirous of issuing electronic contract notes (ECNs) to their clients, shall comply 
with the following conditions. 

1. Issuing ECNs when specifically authorized 

Member may issue electronic contract notes(ECN) if specifically authorized by the client 
subject to following conditions: 

a. The authorization shall be in writing and be signed by the client only and not by any 
authorised person on his behalf or holder of the Power of Attorney. 

2 . Where to send ECNs 

The usual mode of delivery of ECNs to the client shall be through e-mail. The email id 
shall not be created by the broker. The client desirous of receiving ECN shall 
create/provide his own email id to the stock broker which shall be made available at all 
times for such receipt of ECNs. The authorization shall have a clause to the effect that any 
change in the email-id shall be communicated by the client through a physical letter to the 
broker. In respect of internet clients, the request for change of email id may be made 
through the secured access by way of client specific user id and password. 
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The insertion of bye-laws no. 61C (17), 61C (18), 61C (19), 61C (20), 61C (21), 61C 
(22) and 246 (I) are as under: 


61C Broadiramework for securities lending and borrowing 


17. The lender / borrower shall be provided with a facility for early recall / repayment of 
shares. 


18. In case the borrower fails to meet the margin obligations , the AI shall obtain securities 
and square off the position of such defaulting borrower • failing which there shall be a 
financial close-out 


19. In case lender recalls the securities anytime before completion of the contract, the AI 
on a best effort basis shall try to borrow the security for the balance period and pass it 
onward to the lender. The AI will collect the lending fee from the lender who has sought 
early recall. 


20. In case of early recall by the lender, the original contract between the lender and the 
AI will exist till the contract with the new lender for the balance period is executed and the 
securities returned to the original lender. 


21. In case of early repayment of securities by the borrower, the margins shall be released 
immediately on the securities being returned by the borrower to the AI. The AI shall on a 
best effort basis, try to onward lend the securities and the income arising out of the same 
shall be passed on to the borrower making the early repayment of securities. 


21. In case AI is unable to find a new borrower for the balance period, the original 
borrower will have to forego lending fee for the balance period. 


22. In case of early recall by lender or early repayment of securities by borrower, the 
lending fee for the balance period shall be at a market determined rate.. 
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74 .f,rn Requirements relating to deali n g s b etween a Cl ie nt and Stock Broke r 
Client Registration Procedure 

1. The stock broker shall register a client by entering into an agreement with him For 
this purpose, the stock broker shall make available a folder /book containing all the 
documents required for registration of a client. The folder/book shall have an index 
page listing all the documents contained in it and indicating briefly significance of eac i 
document. Once signed, a copy of the same shall be made available to the client. 

2. The folder/book shall have two parts: (a) Mandatory and (b) Non-mandatory. 


Mandatory Documents 


3. The mandatory documents are: 

a. Member Client Agreement (MCA)/Tripartite Agreement in case sub-broker is 
associated, 

b. Know Your Client (KYC) Form 

c. Risk Disclosure Document (RDD) 

These shall be executed in the format as prescribed by SEBI. 

4 The Client shall indicate the stock exchange as well as the market segment where he 
intends his trades to be executed. He shall do so in the KYC form in his own hand and 
sign against these. 

5. The KYC form shall capture the identity and the address of the introducer instead of 
his MAP1N/UID. The KYC form shall be modified to this extent. 

6. The stock broker shall have documentary evidence of financial details provided by 
the clients who opt to deal in the derivative segment. In respect of other clients, the 
stock broker shall obtain the documents in accordance with its risk management 

system. 

7. The Stock Broker shall also capture details of action taken against a client by SEBI or 
other authorities during the last 3 years. 

8. There shall be a mandatory document dealing with policies and procedures fur mui 
of the following under appropriate headings: 
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a. refusal of orders for penny stocks, 

b. setting up client's exposure limits, 

c. applicable brokerage rate, 

d. imposition of penalty/delayed payment charges by either party, specifying the rate 
and the period (This must not result in funding by the broker in contravention of the 
applicable laws), 

e. the right to sell clients' securities or close clients' positions, without giving notice to 
the client, on account of non-payment of client's dues (This shall be limited to the 
extent of settlement/margin obligation), 

f. shortages in obligations arising out of internal netting of trades, 

g. conditions under which a client may not be allowed to take further position or the 
broker may close the existing position of a client, 

h. temporarily suspending or dosing a client's account at the client's request, and 

i. deregistering a client 

Non-mandatory Documents 

9. Any term or condition other than those stated in the mandatory part shall form part 
of non-mandatory documents. 

10. The clauses in the non-mandatory part shall not be in contravention of any of the 
clauses in the mandatory documents, as also the Rules, Regulations, Articles, Byelaws, 
circulars, directives and guidelines of SEB1 and Exchanges. Any such contravening 
clause shall be null and void. 

11. Any authorization sought in non-mandatory part shall be a separate document and 
shall have specific consent of the client. 


Running Account Authorization 

12. Unless otherwise specifically agreed to by a Client, the settlement of 
funds/securities shall be done within 24 hours of the payout. However, a client may 
specifically authorize the stock broker to maintain a running account subject to the 
following conditions: 

a. The authorization shall be renewed at least once a year and shall be dated, 

b. The authorization shall be signed by the client only and not by any authorized person 
on his behalf or any holder of the Power of Attorney. 

c. The authorization shall contain a clause that the Client may revoke the authorization 
at any time. 

d. For the clients having outstanding obligations on the settlement date, the stock 
broker may retain the requisite securities/funds towards such obligations and may also 
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retalTthelfunds expected to be required to meet margin obligations for next 5 trading 

days calculated in the manner specified by the exchanges. . , 

e The actual settlement of funds and securities shall be done by the broker, at least 
once in a calendar quarter or month, depending on the preference of the client While 
settling the account, the broker shall send to the client a statement of accoun s 
containing an extract from the client ledger for funds and an extract from the register of 
securities displaying all receipts/deliveries of funds/securities. The statement shall also 
explain the retention of funds/securities and the details of the pledge, if any. 
f The client shall bring any dispute arising from the statement of account or seMlernen 
so made to the notice of the broker preferably within 7 working days from the date of 
receipt of funds/securities or statement, as the case may be. 
g. Such periodic settlement of running account may not be necessary: 

i. for clients availing margin trading facility as per SEB1 circular ,, , 

ii. for funds received from the clients towards collaterals/margin in the form of ban 

guarantee (BG)/Fixed Deposit receipts (FDR). . 

h The stock broker shall transfer the funds / securities lying in tnc cream o. tne uiem 
within one working day of the request if the same are lying with him and within three 
working days from the request if the same are lying with the Clearing Member/Clearing 

hThere shall be no inter-client adjustments for the purpose of settlement of the 

j^These Conditions shall not apply to institutional clients settling trades through 
custodians.

13. All the documents in both the mandatory and the non-mandatory parts shall be 
printed in minimum font size of II. 


14 A copy of all the documents executed by client shall be given to him, free of charge, 
within 7 days from the date of execution of documents by the client. The stock broker 
shall take client's acknowledgement for receipt of the same. 


15 The stock brokers having own web-sites shall display all the documents executed by 
a client, client's position, margin and other related information, statement of accounts 
etc. in the web-site and allow secured access by way ot client-specific user id and

18. As on 31st March of every year, a statement of balance of Funds and Securities in 
hard form and signed by the broker shall be sent to all the clients.

III. For Bye-law 14 of Chapter XIV of the Bye-laws of the Exchange, the 
following shall be substituted, namely 

" Implementation of Arbitral Award 

(14) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Bye-laws, in cases where the 
arbitral award or appellate arbitral award is passed against the Trading 
Member and/or its sub-brokers and in favour of a Constituent, the Stock 
Exchange shall debit from the deposits or other monies of the Trading 
Member lying with the Stock Exchange, the amount of award payable to the 
awardee together with interest payable, if any, till the date of debit after 
setting off the counter claim of the Trading Member and / or its sub-brokers 
allowed under the award, if any, and keep aside the said amount in a 
separate account to be dealt with in such manner as mentioned in B\e-laws 
15 and 15A. 

Provided however, where the award is for the delivery of securities, the 
Stock Exchange may consider the closing price of such securities on the 
Stock Exchange as on the date of the award or such other date the relevant 
authority may specify to be reasonable, stating reasons for arriving at the 
value of such securities and award amount." 
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IV. For Bye-law 15 of Chapter XIV of the Bye-laws of the Exchange, the following shah 
be substituted, namely 

" Payment of Debited Amount to Clients 

(15) (a) Arbitral Award > Where the Trading Member/ Sub-broker chose not to 
prefer an appeal under Bye-law 21 within the time permissible there under, 
the amount debited under Bye-law 14 shall be paid, together with tire 
interest earned thereon, to the awardee. 

(b) Appellate Arbitral Award :- Where an appeal is preferred by the Trading 
Member/ Sub-broker under Bye-law 21 and the appellate arbitral tribunal 
makes an appellate arbitral award against the Trading Member/ Sub-broker 
the Stock Exchange shall pay the awarded amount to the awardee from the 
amount debited under Bye-law 14:- 

(i) where no application is made by the trading member/ Sub-broker under 
Section 34 of the Arbitration and Conciliation Act, 1996 to challenge such 
arbitral award within the limitation period for making such application, 
upon expiry of such limitation period; 

(ii) where such an application is made by the Trading Member/ Sub-broker, 
and no stay is granted by the court within three months from the date of 
receipt of appellate arbitral award by him, upon completion of such 
three months; 

(iii) in any other case, upon dismissal of the application by the court. 


V. After Bye-law 15 as substituted, the following shall be inserted, namely:- 


" Reversal of Debit in Certain Cases 

(15A). Where the arbitral award or the appellate arbitral award against the 
trading member or sub-broker has been set aside or has been modified by 
reduction of awarded amount, and such setting aside or modification has 
attained finality, the stock exchange may reverse the debit, in full or in part, 
as the case may be, and pay the reduced amount, if any, to the awardee." 

VI. After Bye-law 20 of Chapter XIV of the Bye laws of the Exchange, the 
following shall be inserted, namely:- 
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" Appellate Arbitration 

(21) Any party aggrieved by an arbitral award made under these Bye-laws shall 
have a right of appeal/ in terms of the following. 

(a) A party aggrieved by an arbitral award may appeal against such award to 
the appellate panel of arbitrators to be constituted by the Stock Exchange 
within one month from the date of receipt of arbitral award. 

(b) The relevant authority shall thereupon constitute an appellate panel 
consisting of three arbitrators who shall be different from the ones who 
passed the arbitral award appealed against. 

(c) Such constitution of appellate panel of arbitrators shall be completed by 
relevant authority within thirty days from the date of receipt of the appeal. 

(d) The appeal shall be disposed of within three months irom the date of 
appointment of appellate panel of arbitrators, through issuance of an 
appellate arbitral award. 

(e) The time for making an appellate arbitral award may be extended for a 
total period not exceeding two months by the Managing Director or 
relevant authority on an application by either party or the appellate pane 
of arbitrators/ for sufficient cause to be recorded in writing. 

(?) A party aggrieved by the appellate arbitral award may file an application 
to the Court of competent jurisdiction to challenge the ^appellate award m 
accordance with Section 34 of the Arbitration and Conciliation Act, 1996. 

fn) Except where specific provision is made in this Bye-law, the provisions of 
Bye-laws (5) to (20) and the Regulations shall, so far as may be, apply to 
appellate arbitrators, appellate arbitration proceedings and appellate 

arbitral award/' 


Chapter XV: Default 

I. For Bye-law 2 of Chapter XV tire following shall be substituted, namely:- 

" Expulsion in Certain Cases 

(9) Without prejudice to the foregoing, if a Trading Member is expelled by any 
other recognised stock exchange on which he is a Trading Member or it the 
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registration certificate is cancelled by SEBI, the said Trading Member may be 
expelled from the Stock Exchange after providing an opportunity of being 
heard to such Trading Member. 

Notwithstanding anything contained in this Bye-law, the trading facility of 
the Trading Member shall be withdrawn immediately after the receipt of 
information of expulsion by any other stock exchange or cancellation of 
registration certificate by SEBI/' 

II. After Bye-law 2, as amended, the following Bye-laws shall be inserted, namely:- 

" Declaration of Default in all Segments 

(2A) Where the Trading Member is declared defaulter on any trading segment 
of the Stock Exchange, he shall also be immediately declared defaulter on 
all other trading segments of the Stock Exchange in which he may hold 
membership. 

Declaration of Default by another Stock Exchange 

(2B) A Trading Member shall immediately be liable to be declared defaulter 
on all trading segments of the Stock Exchange if he was declared 
defaulter on any trading segment of any other recognised stock exchange, 
immediately on receipt of information from that stock exchange. 

Action against Associate in case of Declaration of Default 

(2C) On a Trading Member being declared defaulter, the Relevant Authority 
may take appropriate action against the associates of such defaulter 
member. 

Definition of "Associate 

(2D) For the purpose of Bye-law 2C, the term "associate" shall include a 
person:- 

(a) who, directly or indirectly, by itself, or in combination with other persons, 
exercises control over the member, whether individual, body corporate or firm 
or holds substantial share of not leSs than 15% in tire capital of such member; or 

(b) in respect of whom die member, individual or body corporate or firm, directly 
or indirectly, by itself or in combination with other persons, exercises control; or 

(c) whose director or partner is also a director or partner of the member, body 
corporate or the firm, as the case may be. 

Explanation: The expression "control' 1 shall have the same meaning as defined in 
clause (c) of sub-regulation (1) of regulation 2 of the SEBI (Substantial 
Acquisition of Shares and Takeovers) Regulations, 1997."
